THE LAGGING LIBERTY' LOAN. 


Reports indicate that the Fou rth Liberty Loan is lagging behind its 


schedu le and that the nation is not su bscribing the way it shou ld, and the 


way it can. 
The only explanation is that America is being lu lled by a 


false and mistak en sense o f a near end to the war and that many people 


have an itfea that there is no necessity for great effort or sacrifice now be­ 


cau se the war is nearly o v er. Bu t the big mistak e they mak e is that if this 


loan is no* oversu bscribed du ring the alloted time, that fact in itself may 


prolong the war, for it will pu t hope in the breasts of the discou raged Hu ns 


— it will mak e them believ e that America Is weak ening and will spu r them 


on to renewed efforts. 


If everv commu nity in America oversu bscribed as freely as did Dixon 


and a nu mber* of other Lee Cou nty townships, which oversu bscribed the 


first day, the German Emperor and his bu llying cohorts wou ld be even more 


anxiou s for peace than they now are. 
Su ch a concrete evidence of Ameri­ 


ca’s will to wir and willingness to sacrifice everything to win, wou ld have 


thrown a chill of terror into the hearts of the German people. 


What abou t those townships in Lee Cou nty who have not gone over 


the top? 
They have the money, bu t they have not yet offered to loan it 


to their government in this time of its greatest need.

Commission Form

means a retu rn to Aldermanic or rep ­ 
resentative form of government. 
The 
Aldermanic form of government for 
cities is provided u nder the General 
Law of the State of Illinois and all 
other states, and is no different than 
the form of government fou nd in 
ou r state legislatu re and in the na­ 
tional congress, in each instance a 
hou se and senate elected from dis­ 
tricts. 
No one will dispu te the proposition 
that representation in government 
to the fu llest extent gives tru e gov­ 
ernment. 
Ru ssia illu strates the pro­ 
position; she 
had 
commissioners. 
They were from Ru ssia 
hu t 
not 
from the districts of Ru ssia, 
They 
did not represent the people of Ru s­ 
sia. 
It is possible to have tru e rep­ 
resentation in the city government; 
therefore, why shou ld any voter say 
on election day that citizens of a dis­ 
trict (a ward) in the city of Dixon 
be not gu aranteed a spok esman in the 
city government hu t on the other 
hand, tak e their chances on being 
represented by someone (a commis­ 
sioner) who may he from a remote 
part of the city and not at all inter­ 
ested in su ch local district or their 
well being, 
in fact, su ch a commis­ 
sioner or several commissioners may 
owe his or their very election to the 
fact that he or they were opposed to 
su ch citizens’ local interests and as 
a resu lt su ch citizens are even denied 
minority representation. 
Under the aldermanic form of city 
government, 
su ch 
citizens 
wou ld 
have two aldermen from their ward 
to speak for the interests of that dis­ 
trict. 
These representatives may or 
may not be overru led by the cou n­ 
cil, hu t in any event the district 
>r 
ward has had representation. 
.Min­ 
ority representation is as little as 
any citizen ou ght to be ask ed to ac­ 
cept. 


Under the aldermanic 
form 
of 
government, there is no chance for 
failu re of representation, he the al­ 
derman good or had, bu t u nder the 
commission 
form 
there 
is 
every 
chance for failu re of representation. 
It has been said that sometimes bad 
aldermen are elected. 
It is qu ite as 
possible for a bad commissioner to 
be elected. 
In a cou ncil of ten mem­ 
bers plu s a mayor 
su ch 
as 
Dixon 
wou ld have u nder the Aldermanic 
form; it wou ld he a had alderman 
plu s five others and a Mayor of equ al 
badness to wrong the people and if 
the Mayor was good, it wou ld tak e 
several more bad aldermen to harm 
the people by overcoming the Mayor’s 
veto. 
A bad commissioner only needs 
to locate two lik e himself to do all 
the harm bad aldermen to the nu m ­ 
ber of at least six might do, assu m- 
in gthe Mayor to be good. 
If it is 
possible to elect a bt.d Mayor u nder 
the Aldermanic form of government, 
it is ju st as possible to elect all bad 
commissioners u nder the Commis­ 
sion form. 
It wou ld seem that two or 
three men bent on mischief and hav 
ing control might more rapidly and 
qu ick ly get together on their plans 
than wou ld a body of from six to 
eight members. Everyone k nows that 
a largl nu mber of persons planning 
or doing wrong get tripped u p more 
easily than wrong doers to the nu tn 
her of a very few. 
Grant that the 
dangers of bad representation are in 
both 
forms of government. 
Bad 
congressmen and senators have been 
elected, state and national, bu t no 
one think s of doing away with the 
representative plan in those bodies 
— why u rge it in city government and 
deny representation and mak e pos 
sible that a district or ward of the 
city is not present in the city gov­ 
ernment by and throu gh its du ly au ­ 
thorized officer from and living in 
that ward.

Take that wonderfu l little 
story of a certain British su perintend­ 
ent of the pu mping station at some 
oil wells In Mesopotamia. 
A valve in 
the oil pipe had split and a fou ntain 
of oil was being thrown u p on all 
a ides; while thirty yards off and noth- 
lu g between, the fu rnaces were in fu ll 
blast. 
To prevent a terrible conflagration 
and proaf* h.« s of lift*, and s: ve the oil , 
Well.*« , ,l vv. s in ccs.-ary to t u n o”f the 
fu rnr.ee« . The su perintendent, withou t i 
a momi u i s bcsiiatiop, sprang throu gh i 
the oil apra;*, tu rned off the fu rnaces, 
and died. Modern man has been doing 
things like that all throu gh this war. 
We Britons are an insu lar people, ; 
Ignorant, for the most part, of any­ 
thing ou tside ou r own em pire; and it 
has stru ck me as a rather wonderfu l 
tribu te to America that one cou ld go 
the length of B ritain and find hardly 
a creatu re who was not confident that 
Americans will display the same en­ 
du rance, 
bravery 
and 
u nselfishness 
that we have seen displayed by ou r 
own men all these years. 
Instinctive­ 
ly, we know and feel it. 
There Is something prou d in Ameri­ 
cans as in ou rselves, something u nde­ 
feated and u ndefeatable. 
It comes of 
ou r common cu lt of freedom au d of the 
Individu al conscience, and In bolh ou r 
cou ntries Is a growing, not a withering, 
qu ality.—John Galsworthy in Harper's 
Magazine.

An instance of a « lops retu rn to ihe 
savage state 
of 
his wolf ancestry 
came to light In Febru ary in the Yel­ 
lowstone National park when Scou t 
Anderson’s report of a trip Into the 
Bu ffalo Fork cou ntry contained, u nder 
the 
heading 
of 
predatory 
animals 
killed, a mention of one mou ntain lion, 
one bobcat, fou r coyotes and an Aire­ 
dale dog. 
This dog, which probably wandered 
into the park from some farm or set­ 
tlement a few miles over the border, 
has been living in the Yellowstone in 
a 
wild 
state 
for 
sevova! 
years. 
W hether or not he fraternized with his 
cou sins the wolves and the coyotes 
« •an not be known certainly. 
No dou bt 
he lived as they live, at the expense 
of you ng and weaker deer and elk, and 
smaller prey. 
Probably he lived alone, 
Hgatu st all animal kind as they were 
against him. 
There are well-au thenti­ 
cated instances of dogs thu s retu rning 
to savage natu re. 
It speaks well for 
his tenacity and strength that, alone 
of his kind In a cou ntry where all 
kinds of wild animals lire still their 
natu ral lives, he su rvived. 
He may 
have been a dog of good pedigree. 
Anyway, the dog had been aeen at 
intervals for several years and was 
officially classed among the animal* 
which, alone of all Yellowstone’s ani­ 
mals, are sou ght, and killed becau se 
destru ctive of the harmless anhnam 
which make of this national park the 
best-popu lated wild-animal preserve in 
the world.

LIFT OFF CORNS! 


Freak» of Nature That the Wisest of 
Men Find Some Difficulty In 
Explaining. 


Natu re does some strange things In 
the formation of vegetables, nu ts and 
different kinds of fru its, an exchange 
siates. It is qu ite common to find two 
or more growing together, and natu ral­ 
ists frequ ently inn across some very 
cu riou s freaks. 
Dou ble ears of corn are qu ite com­ 
mon. They grow side by side, and are 
sometimes of equ al size; bu t u su ally 
one has a little better chance to grow 
and gets the advantage over the other. 
A dou ble ear on exhibition in one of 
the Western states was certainly a cu ­ 
riosity. 
One side was one variety of 
corn, while the other side was so dif­ 
ferent that it. was hard to believe the 
two had grown so close togther. 
Dou ble heads of wheat are qu ite 
common, bu t dou ble grains are scarce. 
Grains of rye. however, ate often dou ­ 
ble, r,nd tin* same Is tru e of rice. 
Oi.ions, radishes, beets, carrots, tu r­ 
nips, cabbages and other vegetable« 
are often fou nd in dou ble form. 
The prettiest specimens of dou ble 
peaches are those with two seeds, as 
they are most distinctly dou ble, being 
Joined at a point abou t half-way from 
the stem of the blossom ends. 


Dough Saved the Ship. 
“Saved by a ton of dou gh’’ might be 
tin* title for an accou nt of the adven­ 
tu re« of the steam ship Armenia in the 
su bmarine zone. The vessel was stru ck 
by a torpedo. 
Aboard was an armed 
gu ard of American seamen u nder the 
command of Chief Boatswain's Mate 
Stief Homiak, U. S. N. Tl\e naval men 
made all preparations for placing the 
passengers in lifeboats, for the ship 
had a wide breach below the water 
line and a second torpedo was momen­ 
tarily expected; bu t they did not in­ 
tend to abandon their vessel u ntil they 
were su re it was going to sink. Going 
below they su cceeded in checking the 
inflow of w ater to some extent by a 
patch made of a collision m at and 
some pieces of canvas, bu t there was 
still a formidable leak. Thereu pon the 
sailors proceeded to smash open a 
large nu mber of barrels of flou r whi^h 
they fou nd in the hold and shoveled 
this material Into the breach. 
Soon It 
was filled with an enormou s mass of 
dou gh, which so effectu ally checked 
the leak that the ship was brou ght Into 
port by her resou rcefu l crew. 


Remarkable 
Machine 
Designed 
and 
Constructed in French Workshop 
During 
ths 
War. 


One of the most remarkable m a­ 
chines ever bu ilt is in operation at the 
great workshop in France, where the 
Royal Flying corps repairs its damaged 
airplanes. 
This machine, the only one 
of its kind, which was both conceived 
and constru cted in that workshop. Is 
described by Gu stave Babin in I.TIliia- 
tration as one tbat makes wou nded 
steel heal itself in exactly the same 
way as wou nded flesh heai*. 
It is almost au tomatic, is operated 
by electricity and u ses galvanism as 
its principle. It needs only one or two 
men to watch it. they being gu ided by 
a chart, showing In many colors the* 
piece of metal to be repaired, the ex­ 
act repairs necessary, the composition 
of the galvanic bath, the cu rrent need­ 
ed, the diam eter of the wire« that con­ 
du ct it and the time of immersion. 
Ail 
this I« worked ou t mathematically to 
the minu test fraction and the machine 
does tlie rest. 
It is u sed for restoring worn or 
broken parts of delicate motors, most 
of which are difficu lt to replace. When 
M. Babin saw It there were lying on 
the table beside It parts It bad Ju st 
repaired that wou ld have cost $6,000 
and mu ch time to replace. 
In the 
previou s week it had tu rned ou t 300 
pieces, all of great Importance, for 
nothing less is confided to it.

Besides crockery, this Inclu des face 
brick, common and paving brick, terra 
cotta, roofing tile, floor and wall tile 
and sanitary ware which were cu r­ 
tailed 50 per cent.; hollow tile, sewer 
pipe and drain tile 25 per cent., and 
stoneware, with the exception of chein 
ical stoneware, 15 per cent. 
Another 
order cu rtails the ou tpu t of enamel 
w are 50 per cent. 
This action is declared to be the fore­ 
ru nner of similar cu rtailment of prac­ 
tically every Indu stry considered not 
vital. 
Parts of the plants affected will 
be converted for war indu stries, and 
men. materials and transportation will 
be made available for war produ ction.
